THE  BUYER  of  cantaloupe  seed  or  of  any  other  vegetable  seed  is  in  an  unusual  posi¬ 
tion.  A  purchase  of  seed  is  unique  among  sales.  The  purchaser  of  vegetable  seed 
is  in  an  entirely  different  situation  than  the  purchaser  of  practically  all  other  commodi¬ 
ties.  Ordinarily  the  buyer  can  make  an  immediate  test  of  the  purchase  for  quality.  The 
man  who  buys  a  shovel  can  test  it  immediately  and  if  it  is  not  satisfactory  can  return  it 
with  little  if  any  loss  of  time.  An  exchange  can  be  made  and  the  work  carried  on  without 
affecting  the  farmer’s  income.  A  pound  of  cantaloupe  seed  may  cost  even  less  than  the 
shovel,  but  no  immediate  test  can  be  made  to  determine  its  quality  and  purity.  Instead 
the  farmer  is  forced  to  add  to  the  initial  cost  of  his  seed  the  cost  of  his  labor  throughout

the  summer,  the  investment  of  his  land  and  his  time.  In  other  words  the  purchaser  of 
cantaloupe  seed  is  forced  to  gamble  that  the  seed  he  buys  is  pure  and  of  high  quality. 
Whereas  the  purchase  of  the  shovel  makes  no  material  difference  in  his  profits,  those 
profits  are  vitally  affected  by  the  same  amount  of  money  invested  in  a  pound  of  canta¬ 
loupe  seed. 

Even  at  the  very  best,  the  rain  and  storm  and  sun  make  enough  of  a  gamble  of 
farming.  Naturally  when  his  living  is  at  stake  the  farmer  is  anxious  to  take  no  more  of 
a  gamble  than  is  forced  upon  him  by  nature.  If  he  feels  that  he  can  depend  upon  the  seed 
he  plants  to  give  him  the  kind  of  a  crop  that  he  expects,  then  part  of  the  gamble  is 
removed. 

We  have  taken  it  upon  ourselves  to  remove  part  of  the  worry  and  loss  of  time  of 
our  customers.  We  believe  this  to  be  one  of  the  functions  of  any  seed  house.  By  the 
extreme  care  we  exercise  in  the  growing  and  harvesting  of  our  seed,  we  expect  to  sell  the 
customers  pure  seed  of  high  quality,  removing  the  gamble  from  this  phase  of  the  crop. 
The  customer  who  plants  our  seed  need  never  worry  about  whether  that  seed  will  produce 
as  we  have  described  it. 

At  the  same  time  we  are  protecting  the  grower  against  loss  of  this  time  and  his 
money  by  crop  failure  due  to  poor  seed.  If  benevolent  nature  permits  his  crop  to  grow 
and  mature  in  the  normal  manner,  the  grower  will  find  no  disappointment  in  his  harvest. 

You  will  save  yourself  time  and  trouble,  if  you  are  sure,  in  the  spring,  that  the  seed 
you  plant  is  pure  and  of  high  quality.

THE  METHODS  OF  THE  PRODUCER  SHOULD  BE 
UNDERSTOOD  BY  THE  GROWER 

YOUR  purchase  of  seed  you  are  interested  primarily  in  its  quality  and  purity.  Price 
is  a  small  item  compared  with  these,  for  an  additional  few  cents  a  pound  spent  for 
pure,  high  quality  seed  will  actually  repay  the  grower  extra  dollars  in  profit  for  every 
cent  spent  for  seed. 

It  is  necessary  that  you  know  something  of  the  methods  used  by  the  producer  and 
handler  of  the  seed,  in  order  to  be  confident  that  that  seed  is  of  the  highest  possible 
quality  and  purity.  All  too  often  the  grower  of  the  seed  is  not  the  one  from  whom  you 
buy.  Consequently  the  strict  identity  of  the  seed  is  often  lost  some  place  between  the 
producer  and  the  planter. 

It  is  of  great  importance  for  the  farmer  to  know  what  he  is  paying  for  and  of  equal 
importance  for  the  seed  sold  him  to  reproduce  exactly  as  described.  Believing  in  this 
principle,  we  adopted  at  the  launching  of  our  firm,  the  practice  of  selling  only  the  seed 
that  we  grow  and  harvest  ourselves.  All  our  cantaloupe  seed  is  hand-selected  and  hand 
cut.  It  is  carefully  washed  in  sluice  boxes  and  sun  dried.  A  member  of  the  firm  is  in 
constant  attendance  during  all  these  phases  of  the  harvest  to  see  that  no  mistake  and  no 
mixing  takes  place. 

Our  methods  are  a  two-fold  protection.  It  protects  the  buyer,  for  our  careful 
methods  enable  us  to  assure  him  that  the  seed  is  pure  and  of  high  quality.  These  methods 
also  protect  ourselves,  because  our  customers  are  satisfied  with  the  high  quality  seed  he 
gets.  There  is  an  element  of  selfishness  in  the  extreme  care  we  take  with  our  seed,  because 
the  satisfaction  of  our  customers  resulting  from  that  care  means  increased  business  for  us. 

Hand  cut  seed,  grown  and  harvested  by  ourselves,  is  your  assurance  of  quality, 
purity,  and  selection.

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TO  DO  ONE  THING  WELL  THE  SEEDMAN 
SHOULD  SPECIALIZE 


IS  axiomatic  that  as  attention  is  divided  between  several  objects,  the  care  that  can 
be  given  each  of  them  is  correspondingly  lessened.  This  applies  no  less  to  the  seed 
industry  than  it  does  to  other  business.  Some  seedsmen  attempt  to  spread  their  attention 
over  the  production  of  practically  every  kind  of  vegetable  seed.  As  he  does  this  he  finds 
that  his  attention  is  entirely  absorbed  by  the  production,  and  he  can  give  no  attention  to 
the  development  of  his  seed.  On  the  other  hand,  some  seedsmen  have  become  specialists, 
limiting  their  production  to  one  type  of  seed,  in  order  that  part  of  their  attention  may 
be  given  to  improvement  and  development  work.

Adopting  this  latter  policy,  we  have  centered  our  attention  on  cantaloupes,  giving 
considerable  time  and  money  to  the  improvement  of  the  strains  of  cantaloupes.  That 
this  system  of  specialization  is  successful  is  proven  by  the  ready  adoption  of  the  new 
varieties  we  have  introduced  and  by  the  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  our  business. 

Believing  that  we  are  being  of  some  assistance  to  the  cantaloupe  growers  of  the 
country,  we  enjoy  our  work  of  selection  and  improvement  of  cantaloupe  varieties.  We 
are  quite  content  to  let  other  seed  firms  or  farmers  make  improvements  in  varieties  of 
corn  or  beans  or  tomatoes.  Their  work  in  their  particular  chosen  fields  are  quite  as 
valuable  as  the  work  we  are  doing.  But  none  of  us  could  be  successful  if  we  tried  to 
do  them  all,  hence  each  of  us  must  specialize. 

We  believe  that  we  can  safely  say  that  no  other  seed  house  can  offer  you  canta¬ 
loupe  seed  which  has  been  given  the  care  and  attention  that  we  give  to  our  seed.  Knowing 
the  exacting  demands  that  you  will  make  of  our  seed  we  nevertheless  can  offer  it  to  you 
with  confidence.

For  several  years  we  have  been  interested  in  the  possibilities  of  producing  a  white- 
skinned  cantaloupe  that  would  be  of  universal  appeal.

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  GLOBO  DE  ORO 

The  Globo  de  Oro  makes  an  attractive  appearance  on  the  market,  being  nearly 
round,  golden  in  appearance  with  a  slight  netting.  The  cavity  of  the  melon  is  small, 
the  orange  colored  flesh  is  thick  and  edible  to  the  rind.  In  quality  it  is  unexcelled.  The 
vines  are  hardy  and  yield  heavily  during  a  long  period.  The  Globo  is  a  medium  late 
melon,  midway  between  the  Hales  Best  and  the  Honey  Dew.  In  sizes  it  runs  to  jumbo 
thirty-six,  with  a  few  of  the  twenty-seven  pack. 

UNUSUAL  QUALITIES 

The  Globo  de  Oro  is  a  cantaloupe  which  must  ripen  on  the  vine  to  achieve  the  best 
results.  Vine  ripened  Globos,  however,  have  a  quality  that  is  almost  unique  in  canta¬ 
loupes.  Although  reaching  the  edible  stage  while  still  on  the  vine,  this  melon  retains  all 
its  quality  and  firmness  for  several  days  after  picking  without  breaking  down.  This  per¬ 
mits  the  melons  to  be  sent  to  the  market  and  to  reach  it  in  prime  condition. 

The  Globo  de  Oro  makes  an  exceedingly  attractive  melon  pack,  when  properly 
crated  with  care  given  to  the  appearance  of  the  package.  The  golden  color,  the  lack  of 
ribs  on  the  melon,  and  its  nearly  round  uniformity  lend  itself  to  making  an  unusually 
attractive  appearance  to  the  buyer.

The 
flesh  of  the  Mammoth  Golden  Globe  is  very  thick,  the  cavity  small  and  closed  almost 
entirely  with  the  seed.  The  cantaloupes  improve  in  their  ripening  when  taken  from  the 
vine  at  a  full  slip  and  are  edible  to  the  rind.  The  melon  has  a  light  netting  as  shown 
in  the  accompanying  illustration.  The  quality  of  the  Mammoth  Globe  is  unexcelled.

'  I  'HE  NINE  THIRTY-SIX  has  fulfilled  all  our  expectations  for  this  melon  and  as  a 
result  is  one  of  the  leading  early  varieties.  It  is  universally  used,  having  proven  itself 
in  every  cantaloupe  section. 

For  the  past  three  seasons  we  have  been  unable  to  supply  the  entire  demand  made 
upon  us  for  this  variety.  This  situation  resulted  from  two  causes:  first,  weather  condi¬ 
tions  were  unfavorable  for  the  production  of  a  maximum  crop  of  seed,  which  meant  a 
limited  supply,  and,  in  the  second  place,  and  this  reason  was  more  important  in  the 
final  analysis,  we  had  an  unusually  heavy  demand  for  this  seed.  It  is  an  exceptional 
condition  when  a  new  variety  of  seed  can  be  introduced  and  it  will  immediately  displace 
the  older  and  better  known  strains.  This  situation  prevailed,  however,  with  the  Nine 
Thirty-Six.  Immediately  upon  its  introduction  the  Nine  Thirty-Six  was  preferred  to 
the  older  strains,  and  only  when  the  Nine  Thirty-Six  was  no  longer  available  were  the

older  strains  planted.  This  season,  however,  has  been  a  very  favorable  one.  This  together 
with  the  fact  that  we  had  an  increased  acreage  of  the  Nine  Thirty-Six,  means  that  we 
have  a  sufficient  supply  of  this  seed  to  meet  the  demands  that  will  be  made  upon  us  this 
season  for  this  variety. 

The  Nine  Thirty-Six  is  an  early  melon,  combining  with  its  earliness  a  fine  flavor 
and  good  shipping  qualities.  It  is  a  uniform  melon  of  jumbo  sizes,  well  netted  with 
no  sectors  and  produces  a  heavy  yield.

In  our  rotation  of  crops  we  must  pro¬ 
duce  a  more  or  less  wide  variety  of  grains  and  vegetables.  By  taking  advantage  of  the 
necessity  forced  upon  us  by  nature,  we  are  able  to  offer  other  vegetable  seeds  besides  can¬ 
taloupes.  However,  we  do  not  want  this  list  to  grow  any  larger  than  necessary.
